It is gratifying to observe tLat the 
Crown lands of tlie Province during 
the past two or three years have been 
rapidly taken up by a class of aettlera 
whose value to tlie country ia very 
great., In^ districts where but a few 

•yeara rinc6;the dink of the surveyor's 
chain , had' ^never been heard it is 

'^pl^usmg to-day to be able to observe that 
the agricultural lands there have boon 
surveyed and 2)lottc'(l, and in many in- 
stances have met with eager pre-empt- 
ors or willing jiurchasers. On the 
lower . munlond .. the increase . in the 
number of settlers ia more particularly 
noticeable, and in the interior district 
of Yale, which comprise the fertile 
Nicola and Okanagan valleys, settle- 
ment has also materially advanced. 
During tho year 1877 no less than 322 
land trecords .were made, showing an 
increase of 134 over the previous 
twelve montlis; 05 certificates of im- 
provement, and 261 certificates of pur- 
chase were issued .showing an incroaao 
over 187G in these instances of 23 and 
99 respectively. Now Westminster 
district is however responsibls for tho 
gi-eatcr portion of this gi-atifying ex- 
hibit, and when tho reclamation 
of lands at Suma.ss and C'liilliwhack 
shall Iiave been successfully completed 
there can bo but little doubt tlmt 
that prolific section of the Province will 
aflbrd homes to a still larger number of 
settlers. On the Island settlement has 
not made such progress as it assuredly 
would have done had it not been for the 
existence of the railway reservation 
which embraces a fertile belt of Ifjnd 
that will readily bo taken up by immi- 
grants and others inniiediately it is 
thrown open. Many families desirous 
of making the Island their homo have, 
on account of the reservation alluded to, 
beeneitherlost to the Province altogether 
or have taken u]) liind in tho interior 
of the Mainland. To this, therefore, is 
attributable tho fact tliat tho number 
of settlors on tho Island has not in- 
creased in the same, or anything like tho 
same proportion as the number on tho 
Mainland. The local liCgislaturo, which 
will convene in tho course of a few 
days, will doubtless direct its attention 
to the reservation question and deter- 
mine Avhether, under existing circum- 
stances, its continuance is any longer 
justifiable or requisite. But, as we 
liave said, tho rajjid manner in which 
the agricultural lands are being aliena- 
ted from tlie Crown is on the whole 
most gi'atifying, and no more conclu- 
sivo evidence as to the liberality of our 
Provincial land laws could possibly be 
adduced. The settlers enjoy the use of 
excellent roads, for which they are but 
very lightly taxed, and are aflbrded 
every inducement to make the province 
their permanent homo. In tlio great 
majority of cases it would appear that 
such is their intention, for the improve- 
ments in the shape of dwelling houses, 
barns, granaries, fences, itc, are of the 
most substantial nature, sucli as would not 
have been erected if our agriculturalists 
were mere birds of passage. The climate of 
the country is admitted to be in nearly 
every respect superior to tliat of tlio east- 
ern provinces, a fact vliich, combined 
with liberal land laws, no doubt* proves a 
great incentive to immigration. If, thero- 
foro, settlement continues tho onward 
march it has so happily commenced, it 
will be no matter of sunrise, in the course 
of the next few years to find the Province 
not only raising sufficient grnin and root 
crops forhonio consumption, but competing 
with California and Oregon in tlio export 
of cereals to England and Europe. Tliat 
such a condition of ail'airs is possihlu no 
one doubts, and tliat the day is not far 
distant when it will actually exist every

SRITISB ZBOIT TRASE. 



According to the Pall ifull Gazette 
the depression in the iron trade in the 
north of England is passing away. The 
cause of this dullness and the ex])]ana- 
tion of its decadence are quite in keop- 
infi witli that which accounts for stag- 
nation in trade tlie world over. Tho 
profits of tlie enterpri.se liad attracted 
numbers to it, over-production followed, 
stocks remained unsold, and financial 
embarrassment ensued. A weeding out 
in the furnaces has taken place; 195 
fires have been reduced to 95, the supply 
is no longer vastly in excess of tho de- 
mand, and consequently a revival of 
the business ensues. The Gazette thinks 
the only danger in future to this trade 
in the north is the increased preference 
given to steel, which is not yet manu- 
factured from iron smelted from Cleve- 
land ores, on account of the vitiating 
elements they contain. The elimination, 
tliereforo, of these vitiating elements is 
the problem of the nortliern metal- 
lurgists, and it is one which many eftbrts 
are now being made to solve; and there 
seems no reason to doubt their ultimate

' There are few things' more suprising 
and gratifying than the rapidity with 
which the Dominion of Canada has de- 
veloped and grown- since the settle- 
ment of Confederation. A few years 
ago many parts of the country were re- 
garded as a sort of terra incognita; and 
among even British statesmen who were 
charged -with its Government there was 
a state of lamentable ignorance respect- 
ing both tho products, resources, and 
geography of the land. Now the most 
distant places have been made accessible 
by railway or steamboat; and whilst a 
thriving population io steadily pouruig 
into tho several provinces into which 
the Dominion is divided, it has become 
both a fashion and a duty for statesmen 
and travellers to study the liistor}' and 
familiarize themselves with tho scenery, 
the resources, and the productions of 
even such distant places as Manitoba 
and Britisli Columbia. The visits and 
speeches of Lord Dufferin during his 
vice-regal residence in Canada have 
contributed largely to this satisfactory 
result; and tho ofTorts which are still 
making for the completion of a lino of 
of railway which will virtually run 
throughout the Dominion, from Nova 
Scotia on the one hand to British Col- 
umbia on the other, tend to give a pro- 
minence and importance to tho whole 
country which at tho present time few 
other parts of the British Empire pos- 
ses.s. 

A very valuable contribution has 
recently been made on this subject by 
Mr. Sandford Fleming, in a pa}ier read 
before the Royal Colonial Institute in 
London. Few men are more competent 
to speak on the subject than iNIr. Flem- 
ing. He is in a njoasuro familiar with 
tho whole physical condition of the 
country; and as the Duko of Manches- 
ter observed after liearing the jiaper, 
anything ho may recommend ^yill be 
recommended, and if wisely carried out 
will prove for tho benefit of Canada 
and the whole of tho British Empire. 
It may bo well to epitomise somo parts 
of this paper, which has arrested con- 
siderable attention in the press, and 
has received well-merited eulogiums on 
every hand. 

In the first part of his paper Mr. 
Fleming explains the system of "Ter- 
ritorial Roads"he recommended in 18G3. 
The object of these roads was to aid in 
gradually opening up and settling tho 
country by selecting the best lines for 
immediate settlement, and witli a view 
to their ultimate adoption as routes for 
the construction of railways. The cir- 
cumstances of tho country have ma- 
terially changed since then. As Mr. 
Fleming says, "Apart from the political 
and special considerations which enter 
into the discussion, there has been ac- 
quired more accurate geogi'apliical and 
general information; and it would now 
ajipcar that the habitable territory is 
considerably more extensive than was 
at one time supposed. In consequence 
a much more and comprehensive rail- 
way and road system would seem to be 
required, and ought to be projected. 
Instead of a single line of railway 
through the fertile belt, at least two 
trunk lines, with cross connections and 
numerous branches, may ultimately be 
needed to serve tho greater breadth of 
the country." It is, however, the author 
admits, of the higliest importance still 
to regard the economical priucijiels 
which ought to regulate the establish- 
ment of all the highways of the terri- 
tory. The interior of Canada is admitted 
to contain a vast area of fertile soil; 
and yet, says Mr. Fleming, it has many 
drawbacks to contend witk Among 
Among these drawbacks are especially 
mentioned "climate" and "distance." 
They are not, howc^-cr, to he regarded 
as insurmountable; and the manner in 
which ISIr. Fleming would meet tliem is 
thus explained, 

Tlie system of territorial roads i.s one 
of evolution, and tho highways would 
necessarily be of slow growth. Still he 
is confident the scheme would succeed, 
since it is purely a scheme for coloniza- 
tion. But independently of this, lie 
further says, there are many weighty 
reasons why some of the lines jirojected 
across the continent should be puslied 
to completion more rapidly than colon- 
ization jjurposes actually demand. The 
enterprise known as the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, he goes on to explain, 
lias been designed for a purpose beyond 
that of settling tlic vast interior of the 
country. One of the objects is to unite 
the Pacific and Atlantic coasts with a 
continuous lino of railway without pass- 
mg over foreign sea or soil. Tlie im- 
mense importance of this to the whole 
empire, he thinks, cannot be overrated, 
and with an earnestness worthy of the 
subject, he urges the practicability and 
adoption of the plan. 

Hero is part of what Mr. Fleming 
says on this vital matter: Esquimalt, 
the naval station on tho Pacific, and 
possibly tho great Pacific arsenal of tlio 
future, is some four montlis' steaming 
distance from England. I venture to 
state that by the projected Canadian 
lines it would be possible to carry dis- 
patches from London to tliis station on 
the Pacific in thirteen or fourteen days, 
and that Now Zealand could be reached 
in less time than it has ever yet, ns far 
as I have learned, been reached. Tho 
great Australian provinces must surely 
be interested ! A railway across Amer- 
ica on British soil must be of some nio- 
inent to svcrij' British station" in the 
North and South Pacific Ocean.s. It 
Avould open a new route to India I 
There would j)robably be less nervous- 
nes.s felt from day to day, and from 
iiiontli to month, here, in the heart of 
tho empire, about the " Eastern Que.s- 
tion," if we had an overland route 
through Canada. And in this view the 
consideration of ; a very simple yet im- 
portant Western question might in 
some' degree, diriiinish the interest felt 
in a very seriou.^ and complicated Eas- 
tern question. 

Nothing can be added to the force of 
such reasoningy and as one -of ;,: the 
mcmhiBrs of thte'Kbyar' Canadian Insti- 
tute remarked, the' whole question is 



not so much. a. Canadian as an Imperial 
one, and'""eTien the Chancellor of tho 

Exchequer might consider whether he 
could not contribute towards the cost 
of constructing such a railway. 

The latter idea was apparently not 
altogether absent from the mind of Mr. 
Fleming himself. If it be admitted 
that the speedy completion of a railway 
across Canada is of general importance 
to the Colonial Empire, he very perti- 
nently asks the question, which line 
would bo most easily constructed, and 
when established, would best subserve 
Imperial interests 1 In replying to 
this question himself, Mr. Fleming says 
that the resources of Canada are per- 
fectly competent, in somo such manner 
as ho has described them, to establish 
all the highways wanted for opening up 
the country. But it would occupy 
many years, he thinks, to effect this in 
a satisfactory manner. If other and 
higher than local interests demand a 
through lino of railway sooner than it 
ia locally required, it seems a reasona- 
ble suggestion that those higher inter- 
ests (i. e. Imperial) shouldj in some way 
or omer, asml in obtaining it. As a 
member of the great Colonial family, 
Canada very largelj' participates in the 
higher interest, and as such it cannot 
bo doubted that she is perfectly prepar 
cd to bear her full share of the cost of 
establisliing the communications of the 
empire. 

Such sentiments, enunciated by such 
an authority, are worthy tho attention 
they have received; and by its general 
purport and bearing Mr. Fleming has 
rendered valuable service to Canada 
anil the empire by his timely paper. It 
is now something gained to secure a 
full and dispassionate consideration of 
Canadian interests on the part of 
Briaish journals and politicians. The 
country has become too important to 
be ignored, as it was wont to bo a few 
years ago. It is now regarded as a 
vei-y serious reflection or reproach 
for any public man to bo unac- 
quainted with its condition and 
claims. There is doubtless much 
yet to bo learned In tlie frequent 
references wliich now occur to Cana- 
dian afiair.i in tlie leading journals of 
Britain tho most stupid blunders oc- 
cur. These will all be rectified in due 
time; and tlie important paper of Mr. 
Fleming on Canadian resources and de- 
velopment will aid in the educative 
process wliich is now going on.-r-Scoteh 
Paper.

London, July 17. — Sale will be com- 
menced on Paris bourse to-day of new 
French loan of 12 million dollars in 
form of 33 per cent, at annuities.

Tlio Alborni Quartz. 

The Nanaimo Free I'nss of tho 13th 
inst. says : Last week we publislied the 
statement that Prof. Phillips had pro- 
nounced the quartz at Alborni wortliless. 
From a convors.ation with Mr. Gouge aub- 
aoquontly wo found that tho only quartz 
tested by Prof. Phillips was that taken 
from tho two small or side lodges, and no 
test has yet boon made of tho rock from 
tho main ledgo. At tho timo Prof. 
Phillips visited Alborni it was impossible 
to get within 200 or 300 yards of the main 
ledgo and ho is therefore not in a position 
to state wliothor tlio ledgo is good or bad. 
Mr. Gouge, however, has full faith in the 
main ledge; and wont up on Wednesday 
determined to tako out a ton of ore from 
the leading ledge, at his own sole expense, 
if necessary, and send it to San Francisco 
fur a milling test. Ho will also teat tho 
alluvial digj^ings reported on by Prof. 
Phillips. Wo note with pleasure tho 011- 
torpriae and determination of Mr. Gouge 
to give the ledgo a thorough practical test, 
and trust that ultimate succesa may crown 
his efiforts.

Tho circular road as follows ; — 
Provincial Sec. Ofkick, July 15, 1878. 
Sir ; — I have tho honor to request that 
in future you will bo good enough to pay 
tho moiety of all lines imposed by you un- 
der tho Indian liquor act into the provin- 
cial treasiiry instead of to tho Indian de- 
partment. The Government will arrange 
this matter with the Indian Department.

Coun Redforn did not consider that the 
Corporation hold this money in trust for 
Hor Majesty, and that they could not 
pay it over to tho Provincial Govern- 
ment.

Coun. Rodfem said with reference to 
tho withdrawal of the charge against the 
three Chinamen that a slip of paper had 
just been handed to him stating that the 
by-law was published wrong in the papers, 
and that at tho timo tho cose, came into 
court tho by-law. had not been signed by 
tho Mayor. 

The Clerk stated that the original by- 
law had boon signed, but that a resolution 
had boon passed maldng tho by-law ap- 
plicable to tho whole city and not to cer- 
tain districts. 

Tho by-lav/ was then referred to the 
city barrister for his opinion as to whether 
thoro is any defect in it. 

A letter was then read from Mr. Drake 
stating that while ho was mayor an infor- 
mation had been laid and a warrant taken 
out against a person for robbery.

(1) Tho filterago in tho bod should be 
extended; tho southeast filter should be 
completed so as to separate it from tho

V)oing cleaned. (2) Under present circum- 
ktances the vegetable matter growing in 
feeaver Lake should not be disturbed, as 
.'tlio raking of it at present disturbs the 
\suhsoil which pasaea into tho pipes. (3) 
iTho water in Elk Lake should bo carefully 
'finalysed, samples of which, for this pur- 
pose, to bo taken from the surface, half 
^ay down, and from tho bottom, and if it 
should bo found wholesome wooden pipes 
to be laid from tho present water works 
to Elk Lako, join^tf on to tho existing 
pipes BO as to convoy tho Elk Lake water 
direct to the filters, thenco to tho pipes 
leading to toivn, excluding tho stagnant 
water of Beaver Lako. (4) Battens should 
bo nailed on to tho boards forming tho 
roof of tho filter beds so as to pro- 
vent decayed leaves, dust'-_f«id''.^'other 
matter getting over the filtore'd water. 
(6) Having examined tho lakes from tho 
dam to the head of Elk Lako wo aro of 
opinion that on account of the aecramula- 



tion of vegetable matter in Boavar Lake 
and ^e constimt growth of same that it 
would be advisable for the'Council to take 

into consideration tho best means of im- 
proving the present bad state of tho water 
and 'vould recommend that a flume or 
pipes bo laid connecting with tho pipe 
from tho dam extending to Elk Lako. (0) 
It is desirable that tho opinion of tho city 
surveyor should be had as to cost and tho 
best mode of constructing the contempla- 
ted flume or pipes to Elk Lake. 

All of which ia respectfully submitted.

Report was ordered to be laid on the 
table. 

Tnn water com.mi.ssioner. 

Coun. Dalby again read his resolution of 
Juno 2oth, moving for the dismissal 
of Mr. Gastinoau from the position of 
W.ator Commissioner. 

Ooun. Rodfem said he believed Hb 
Worship hod nded this resolution out of 
order. This had been done in the ab- 
sence of both tho mover and aeoonder. 

His Worship's ruling on this resolution 
was then read. It is that till a charge is 
given in writiiigsothat the Water Comniia- 
sionor may have an opportunity of do- 
fending himself ho must decline to put 
the resolution. 

Coun. Shakespeare contended that suf- 
ficient proof had already boon given in 
tho present filthy condition of the water 
to show tho incompetonco of the Water 
OommiBsioner. Tho water was rank poi- 
son, and this could bo remedied in a fow 
days if a competent man woro placed in 
charge of tho water works. It would bo 
hotter to stop people drinking tho water 
than to go on as at present. He would 
not drink a glass of u\itiT for anything. 

Coun. Williams thought tho motion 
was in order, but was willing to keep on 
Mr. Oastineau if some ono were at once 
set to work to improve the condition of 
tho water. 

Coun. Todd thought that if Mr. Oas- 
tineau is at fault, then discharge him at 
onco; but no specific charges aro laid. 
Ho know Mr. Gastinoau did his best for 
the water works. This ho knew by oral 
Htatomont and also by written reports 
handed into the council recommending 
certain alterations wliich ho had alleged 
would purify tho water. Wliose fault but 
tho council's was it that these rocommond- 
ations had not boon carried out ? 

His Worship tho Mayor said ho thought 
a motion would bo in order to suspend tho 
Water Commissioner till his competence 
be enquired into by a select committee, 
and ponding that action Mr. Proeoe 
might bo employed under Mr, Gastinoau, 

Coun. Turnor considered tho whole 
question out of order. As for fiusiiing 
the pipes Jlr. Gastinoau had asked for 
flush valves and tho Council had refuacd 
to give thom to him; they had thrown 
everything in his way and now wanted to 
turn him out. 

Ooun. Todd said that when tho Water 
Commissioner's report came up he would 
move that Mr. Proece bo appomted under 
Mr. Gastinoau. 

Coun. Dalby moved that Mr. Gastin- 
oau bo auspondod, pending an investiga- 
tion by a select committee. 

His Worship said such motion was out 
of order in that 24 hours' notice hod not 
boon given. \ 

Coun. Dalby — Tlien I shall press my 
resolution. 

Coun. Sliakospearo*thought it preposter- 
ous that Bonaiblo men should sit thoro and 
allow citizens to be poisoned rather than 
allow ono man to be discharged. 

Coun. Turner said it was the fault of 
Coun. Shakespeare and others if such 
was the case. Coun. Todd had said he 
would move for the appointment of Mr. 
Proece and they at once objected though 
it was entirely In accordance with their 
own wishes. 

Coun. Williams said ho was una>varo 
that tho Mayor was appointed a stumbling 
block to the Council. His duty consisted 
in keeping order and not in attomptiiig to 
carry on tho business of tho city. His 
Worship.know that he had no right to rule 
Coun. Dalby's resolution out of order and 
he could not see why his Worship persist- 
ed in doing so. 

His Worship s.aid if ho thought tho rate- 
payers intended him to sit there and put 
any motion, no matter how irregular, he 
would at ones-' resign. Coun. Williams 
forgot that .^eretionary power was 
vested in the Mayor, for were it not so 
tho council might without any reason pass 
a resolution ordering a policeman or an 
absent Councillor to bo drowned, and ac- 
cording to Councillor Williams tho Mayor 
would bo obliged to put such a resolution 
The ratepayers never elected him their 
mayor to act unjustly as ho would bo do- 
ing in this case were ho to put a resolu- 
tion which would discharge an onicor 
without giving him an opportunity to do- 
fend himself. He tried to do to others 
as ho would be done by himself, and ho 
hoped Coun. Williams and others would 
act on the same principle. That was one 
of his reasons for ruling Ooun. Dalby's 
motion out of order. 

Coun. Dalby said that ho would give 
tho usual notice with reference to Mr. 
Gastineau and would now move that Mr. 
Proece bo employed at SlOO a month un- 
der tho instructions of the water commis- 
sioner; to have tho water pipes flushed 
and to see that the filters are properly 
fixed. Seconded by Coun. Williams. 

Coun. Redforn moved that !Mr. Preeco 
bo employed as assistant to the water 
commissionor. Coun. Dalby's resolution 
he contended was more than it appeared 
to be on its face; it was intended to take 
the whole power away from the water 
commissioner. 

Tho amendment w.as seconded by Coun. 
Turner. 

Coun. Marvin said that till the Coun- 
cil considered what was to be done on the 
Water Commissioner's report and also on 
the report presented by the Councillors 
who visited Elk Lake and somo action 
taken ho was opposed to either tlie reso- 
lution or the amendment being put. 

Coun. Dalby said ho would not with- 
draw his resolution and the amendmrnt 
was then put and lost. 

Coun. "Todd moved as an amendment 
to the original motion that the veto ba not 
recorded till after tho report of tho com- 
mittee who visited tho dam and that of 
tho Water Commissioner had been consid- 
ered. 

Seconded by Ooun. Redforn and lost. 

Coun. Marvin moved to strike out of 
the original motion that portion referring 
to tho filters. 

Seconded by Coun. Williams and car- 
ried. 

Coun. Redfern, seconded by Coun 
Dalby, moved for names, which Woio u 
follows: — For ; Couns. Dalby, Shakespeare, 
Marvin, Williams. Against: Couns. Tur- 
ner, Todd, Redforn. 

Coun. Dalby then moved that the mo- 
tion as amended bo put. 

His Worship ruled that an amendment 
to the resolution had been carried, viz: 
that the portion of the resolution referring 
to the filters be struck out. This had 
been carried and tho original motion was 
therefore lost. 

Motions to go into Committea and to 



adjourn were then successively put and 
lost, and a motion . to;consider the report 
of the Committee who "visited the water 
works was carried. . 

Tho portion referring to the proposed 
improvement to the filters was ordered to 
bo adopted; also clauses 2, 3, 4, 6 and 0. 

Tho Council then adjourned at mid- 
night. ' • "- y ' .

The Soke of S eao ensfleld.

The Berlin correspondent ef the 
Standard telegraphs on "Wednesday a 
story of tho congress which is worth 
more than a passing note. On the ar- 
rival of Loril Bcaconsfiehl at the 
"Kaiserhof," he was presented, onbehalf 
of tho Crown Princeas, with a bouquet 
of flower.s, in tho centre of wliich was 
a .strawberry-plant crowned witli n sin- 
gle largo strawberry. German courts 
do not pay honors of this kind without 
consideration. The Crown Priiiccss Ls 
but just returned from London, and if 
tho story is true, it can have but ono 
signification — that Lord Beaconsfield, 
if ho returns successful from tlie con- 
gress, having made a peace and secured 
somo kind of a scenic triumph, is to be 
mado a Duke. Tho statomont, which 
has been whispored about for somo 
time, ia not improbable in itself, for tho 
Court lias shown a disposition to honor 
tho Premier. Tho public, whether fa- 
vorable or hostile to his policy, will 
not caro what title ho takes, thinking 
justly that tlio man who mado an Em- 
press may well make a Duke; and 
lio himself has of lato years displayed a 
thirst for social precedence and dis- 
tinctions. The Privy Seal gave liim 
for a time ducal precedence, and ho 
will enjoy ,tho super.seasion of the class 
which, of aH others, ho scorns with tho 
deepest contempt — tho English aristoc- 
racy — tho barbarians "who did not con- 
quer the land and do not (Icfond it," 
"who know but one language and never 
open a book." There will be a certain 
lonliness in tho position, too. In the 
history of England since tho Revolu- 
tion, the Duke of Beaconsfield will be, 
with one exception, tlio only man who 
has over risen by parliamentary talents 
alone from the position of a Commoner 
to the highest rank of the peerage. 
Charles Montagu, perhaps the greatest 
of parliamentary figures before Pitt, 
only died an carl, thougli his dehcend- 
cnts are Dukes of Manchester. The 
English dukes, as a body, are either 
tho descendentfl of great feudal nobles, 
like tho Dukes of Norfolk and Nortli- 
umberland, or of kings' mistrosse.s, like 
tlio Dukos of St. Albans, llichmond 
and Grafton, or of great soldiers, like 
the Duko.s of Marlborough and Wel- 
lington. The Duke of Portland, who 
seems to bo - an exception, descends 
from the favorite of a king, though a 
most worthy ono, rather than an Eng- 
lish statesman. The other man is Sir 
Thomas O.sborne. the Tory Yorkshire 
squire who, posscsstng scarcely any 
special ability save that of Mr. Dis- 
raeli, the ability for managing p.arlia- 
ments, rose under Charles 11.^ James 
II., and William to the Earl of Danby. 
Ho skipped, like Lord Beaconsfield, 
two steps of the ladder — I\Iarquis of 
Carmarthen and Duke of I.oed.s. 

WHY ENGLAND SHOULD IIONOU I11.M. 
(From tho London Week, June 15.) 

All the correspondents at Berlin 
seem to be amazed at the reception 
which has been accorded to Lord Beac- 
onsfield. He is, they say, tho "centre 
of attraction," and largo crowds sur- 
rounded hi« hotel through tho day. On 
tho other hand, Prince GortschakofV 
has met with a frigid greeting, mil 
probably is almost as much at a loss to 
explain Lord Beaconsfield's popularity 
as if he were an English Radical. "He 
knows," says the Times' correspondent, 
it is tho man against whom ho has so 
long been pitted is receiving the hom- 
age of Germany, which is iiulifl'orcnt 
about himself." Difleront people may 
have difTerent opinions as to Lord Beac- 
onsfield, but there is no rooih for 
questioning ono most palpable fact — 
namely, that owing to the courso he 
has pursued, England has been raised 
to her old positicn among European 
nations. "We could not stand higher if 
we had just passed through a triumph- 
ant war. This may bo a matter of in- 
difference to the extreme Radical fac- 
tion, but to the largo mass of English- 
men it will be a source of just pleasi^re 
and pride — while it lasts.

Neptune, the most remote of the 
planets in the solar system, is about 
5,700,000,000 miles from the sun. 

It is supposed that Mercury has 
mountains higher than our Himalayas, 
and volcanoes in a state of activity. 

Out of all the myriad lights in the 
heavens," the Earth is only visible to 
the ' Moon, Mars, Mercury and Venus, 

The Earth is 749 times smaller than 
Saturn, and its mean distance from us 
is over 91,000,000 miles, 

Uranus can never see us at all, as it 
is 1,723,000,000 miles from the sun. 

The temperature in Mercury is sup- 
posed to be seven times hotter than our 
torrid zone: therefore-if it is inhabited 
it must bo by people very differently 
constituted from ourselves. 

It is believed that Venus h.as an at- 
mosphere much lighter than ours, and 
mountain peaks five or six times higher 
than the Teneriffe, their sides bright 
with flowers, and birds of brilliant 
plumage. 

The Moon never leaves our globe: 
therefore it is called our satellite. 
Though to us it appears larger than 
the stars, it is really smaller than any 
of them, but much nearer to us. 

Astronomers have calculated that 
tho mountains and extinct volcanoes 
in the Moon are higher than any on 
our Earth, 

If there was any one in the ]\Ioon to 
see it, the Earth would appear to them 
a magnificent ball. The plauets and 
sun would move behind it in brillant 
succession.
